United States, He designated the 
triumvirate as W. K. Vanderbilt, mas- 
ter of transportation; J. Pierpont 
Morgan, master of finance, ani John 
D. Rockefeller, master of industry. The 
first-named, ne said, was the silent 
partner, yet the two others were 
sube: Jinate to him, as the bisiness in- 
terests of the country depende4 largely 
upon the question of trorrportation. 
The conclusion arrived at by the lec- 
turer was that government ownership 
of railroads would be prefrable to pri- 
vate monopoly of railway transporia- 
tion, 

The next speaker was Abbot K'nncy, 
who took a stand against government 
ow nership. He admitted that the 
theory of the State is eocialistic, but 
maintained that competition is the Ife 
of trade and the incentive to achleve- 
ment in any line of human endeavor. 
He wag in sympathy, he said, with any 
movement calculated to make the world 
better, but he pointed out that the 
history of all State monopolies, such as 
advocated by the Socialiste, was dcc- 
adence of the people affected by them. 
State monopolies, he said, wherever 
tried, have proved disappointing. Re- 
ferring to France, where the State has 
a monopoly on the sale of tobacco, he 
said: “No worse tobacco can be found 
than is sold in France. George, 
know it!” The greater the monopoly, 
he eaid, the less progressive the peo- 


ple. State monopoly was worse than 
private monopoly in s ting the en- 
ergy of the people. absence cf 


competition meant lack of incentive to 
progress and improvement. Only com- 
petition could save a nation or a peo- 
ple from senile decay. Monopoly, 
whether public or private, always de- 
stroyed the people who tolerated ft: 

A. R. Sprague, who followed Mr. 
Kinney, differed with him as to govern- 
ment ownership. He instanced the 
Standard Oil Company as & most dan- 
gerous private monopoly, inasmuch as 
it was acquiring control of vast trans- 
portation interests. Wherever trans- 
portation was essential to the life of an 
industry, the Standard Ol) trust was 

ng to own or ruin that industry. 

@ Standard Oijl, by reason of its 
transportation afilillations he‘ said, 
practically owned the ific Coast 
today. He admitted that government 
ownership of the railroads would have 
eome drawbacks, but contended that 
the existing condition of things was far 
more intolerable. 

Cc. C. Reynolds spoke briefly in favor 
of government ownership. 
the unjust discrimination of the South- 
ern Pacific Company against Los An- 
geles, in the matter of freight rates to 
the San Joaquin Valley, as sufficient 
excuse, for the desire of the people to 
wish to take the railroads out of pri- 
vate hands. 

Rev. 8 H. Taft, Dr. A. J. Stevens 
and others also epoke briefly.

“It is a well-settled rule that drunk- 
ennesa is no excuse for the commis- 
sien of crime. Insanity produced by 
intoxication does not destroy responsi- 
bility when the party when sane and 
responsibie made himself voluntarily 
fintoxicated: and drunkenness forms no 
defense whatever to the fact of guilt, 
for while a crime is committed by a 
party while in a fit of intoxication. the 
law will not allow him to avail him- 
self of his own groes vice and miscon- 
duct to shelter himself from the legal 
consequences of such crime. Evidence 
of drunkenness can only.be considered 
by the jury for the purpose of deter- 
mining the degree of crime, and for 
that purpose It must be received with 
caution.” 

SUPREME COURT VIEW. 

Commenting on this instruction, the 
Supreme Court said: 

“Weare at a loss to understand why 
instructions as to drunkenness were 
given to the jury in this case. Upon 
examination of the record we find no 
evidence whatever tending to indicate 
that defendant wag intoxicated when 
he killed this young woman. No one 
had seen him take a single drop of In- 
toxicating liquor; no one testified that 
he looked like a drunken man, or acted 
like one. He rode his bicycle for a con- 
siderable distance immediately prior to 
_ killing. He himeelf testified that 

a 
for a of five days prior to the 
killing. Indeed, the whole theory of 
his defense is that he was afflicted with 
delirium tremens at the time of the 
killing, induced by his total abstinence 
from liquor for the previous five days. 
As against this evidence we have the 
testimony alone of various parties to 
the effect that immediately after the 
homicide defendant's breath smelled of 
Hquor. Upon this state of facts there 
was no question of present Intoxication 
in the case at the time of the homicide, 
and therefore no instructions to the 
jary upon the matter of drunkenness 
were demanded. Hence the law here 
inolved contains abetract propositions; 
but whether the Instruction was legaliy 
sound or unsound upon Its face it shows 
that no injury oe to defendant 

om the giving of it.”
